1 . The amendment filed 7/28/2009 lias been entered. Claims 1-20 are pending in 
this Office action. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

2. Claims 1-20 are allowed. 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: none of the 
prior art discloses or suggests a terminal for selectively receiving broadcast data in a 
data stream, wherein the broadcast data includes a series of bursts of associated data 
packets, comprising: calculate a burst length and burst interval for the series on the 
basis of the instances of time at which data packets are received by the receiver; 
determine a further instance of time at which a subsequent burst corresponding to the 
extracted information in the series is expected to be received based on at least one of 
said burst length and burst interval; and operate the receiver to receive the subsequent 
burst corresponding to the extracted information by selectively receiving the data 
stream.
